Dear  NSU  Alumni: 


All  of  us  who  are  associated  with  Northwestern — students,  faculty  and  staff, 
alumni  and  friends — take  pride  in  the  fact  that  NSU's  enrollment  increased  again  this 
fall,  because  student  registration  figures  are  at  least  one  barometer  of  an  institution's 
success  and  vitality. 

Students  have  historically  migrated  in  Louisiana  and  across  the  nation  to  univer- 
sities that  establish  a  reputation  for  challenging  and  innovative  academic  programs, 
concern  for  students  and  enriching  and  rewarding  experiences  for  students  both  in 
and  out  of  the  classroom. 

Northwestern  has  concentrated  its  efforts  since  the  mid-  1980's  on  improving  and 
expanding  academic  opportunities,  developing  worthwhile  student  activities  and 
making  NSU  a  vibrant  and  diverse  center  for  learning,  and  those  efforts  have  resulted 
in  dramatic  enrollment  increases. 

This  fall's  enrollment  of  8,552  is  the  highest  in  the  school's  109-year  history. 
Since  the  upward  trend  in  enrollment  started  seven  years  ago,  the  university's  student 
population  has  soared  by  more  than  62  percent.  Your  Alma  Mater  is  one  of  the 
fastest-growing  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  the  nation. 

It  is  also  noteworthy,  of  course,  that  the  academic  quality  of  students  being 
attracted  to  Northwestern  has  improved  dramatically.  Average  ACT  scores  for 
incoming  freshmen  has  climbed  from  14.6  to  19.4  since  1986. 

Enrollment  growth  was  perhaps  curtailed  this  fall  because  of  a  lack  of  housing 
both  on  campus  and  in  the  Natchitoches  community.  The  university  had  a  waiting 
list  for  dormitory  spaces.  That  problem  should  be  eliminated  next  fall  when  NSU 
plans  to  open  modern  new  apartments  designed  to  accommodate  some  400  students. 

Gains  in  enrollment  at  Northwestern  are  a  tribute  to  faculty 
and  staff  members,  students,  alumni  and  others  who  have 
played  a  part  in  the  revitalization  of  the  university.  Faculty 
and  staff  members  have  developed  outstanding  curricula  and 
such  attractive  programs  as  the  Scholars'  College,  the  Joint 
Venture  program  with  NASA,  telecommunications  projects 
and  a  nationally-ranked  debate  team.  Students  and  staff  alike 
have  been  successful  in  recruitment  campaigns  and  promot- 
ing, publicizing  and  marketing  the  university. 

Successful  athletic  programs,  an  exciting  marching  band 
and  other  activities  that  involve  both  students  and  faculty  and 
staff  have  enhanced  the  university's  image.  And  alumni  have 
contributed  to  the  university's  success  by  contributing  their 
time,  talents,  and  financial  resources  to  special  programs  and 
projects  at  the  institution. 

Northwestern  has  risen  to  a  position  of  strength  and  stabil- 
ity in  higher  education  in  Louisiana  in  recent  years,  and  its  future  appears  even 
brighter  with  the  upcoming  development  of  the  National  Center  for  Preservation 
Technology  and  Training  and  other  innovative  programs.  Everyone  who  has  been 
involved  in  the  resurgence  of  Northwestern  should  be  commended  for  their  role  in 
restoring  the  esteem  and  prestige  that  the  university  has  enjoyed  for  more  than  a 
century.

You'll  need  more  than  X- 
ray  vision  to  get  the  full  picture 
of  Northwestern 's  Radiologic 
Technology  program.  Radio- 
logic Technology  involves 
extensive  specialized  training 
in  the  field,  training  provided 
by  Northwestern  State  Univer- 
sity using  facilities  located  at 
Schumpert  Medical  Center  in 
Shreveport. 

Radiologic  Technology  is 
more  than  just  X-ray.  With 
the  rapid  advancements  made 
in  medical  technology,  RT  now 
provides  doctors  with  several 
methods  of  looking  into  the 
workings  of  the  human  body 
and  helps  them  detect  disease 
or  malfunction  much  more 
easily  than  in  the  past. 


Radiologic  Technology  is  a  degree  field  all  its  own,  giving 
students  the  opportunity  to  earn  a  bachelor's  degree  and  has 
grown  dramatically  in  enrollment  over  the  last  several  years. 
Schumpert  provides  the  RT  program  with  office  space,  a  classroom,  and 
access  to  radiology  facilities.  Classes  are  also  held  at  facilites  of  the  NSU 
division  of  nursing  in  Shreveport.  The  ratio  of  faculty  to  students  is  10  to 
one. 

RT  appeals  to  students  because  it  provides  them  with  a  variety  of 
options  within  one  field.    Student  who  are  technologically  oriented,  like 
computers  and  want  to  know  they  are  helping  people,  would  be  those 
most  likely  to  find  their  niche  in  Radiologic  Technology. 

Sherron  Satcher,  program  director  for  Radiologic  Technology  at 
Northwestern  graduated  from  the  program  in  1980.  She  began  teaching 
at  NSU  in  1986  after  working  at  Schumpert  in  close  conjunction  with 
Northwestern 's  RT  program  for  serveral  years. 

Arnie  Young  and  Helan  Cox,  who  both  graduated  from  the  program 
in  1989  are  the  newest  faculty  members.  All  three  are  energetic  and 
enthusiastic  advocates  of  the  program  and  are  excited  about  growing 
numbers  of  students  enrolling  in  RT.  As  graduates  of  the  program,  they 
know  all  about  it  and  can  relate  well  with  students  going  through  it  today. 

Within  the  Radiologic  Technology  program,  students  are  introduced 
to  the  basics  of  RT  plus  a  variety  of  special 
concentrations.  They  can  choose  to  remain  in 
Diagnostic  Imaging,  which  is  basic  X-ray  of 
bones  or,  during  their  last  semester  in  the 
program,  they  can  specialize  in  any  of  several 
areas.

These  specializations  include  Ultrasound, 
Heart  Catheterization,  Mamography,  Magnetic 
Resonance  Imaging  (MRI),  Computerized 
Tomography  (CT),  Flouroscopy,  Special 
Procedures,  and  Radiation  Oncology.  A  student 
may  also  choose  to  pursue  a  career  in  nuclear 
medicine  which  requires  a  year  of  specialized 
study  in  the  field.  Some  students  choose  to  go 
on  to  medical  school  to  become  radiologists. 

Each  of  the  specializations  involves  use  of 
different  equipment  and  procedures  which 
appeal  to  students'  different  personalities  and 
interests. 

"What  we  try  to  do,"  said  Satcher,  "is  produce  a  technologist  that  has 
a  basic  background  plus  a  specialty.  We  try  to  produce  multi-skilled 
technologists." 

Brian  Nash  a  senior  RT  student  from  Shreveport  enjoys  the  variety 
available  in  his  chosen  field  of  study  as  well  as  the  opportunity  to  help 
others.  "RT  is  so  versatile,"  he  said.  "I  can  see  my  work  helping  someone 
along."  Nash  wants  to  gain  further  hands-on  experience  before  going  into 
Radiation  Oncology. 

Daryl  Jeane  of  Anacoco  has  hopes  of  going  into  Nuclear  Medicine. 
"It's  more  physiologic.  It  takes  more  knowledge  of  the  body  and  a  lot  of 
hands-on  and  computers."

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Students  going  into  RT  spend  about  two 
years  in  the  pre-professional  stage  studying  core 
curriculum  requirements  such  as  English  and 
mathematics  along  with  science  courses 
required  as  background  for  RT.  Following  this 
stage,  an  RT  student  must  be  accepted  into  the 
clinical  phase  which  involves  intensive  study  in 
Radiologic  Technology  at  Schumpert  Medical 
Center  in  Shreveport  The  clinical  phase  lasts 
for  five  semesters.  Conceivably,  a  student  could 
complete  the  entire  program  in  three  and  a  half 
years. 

The  majority  of  the  students  accepted  into 
clinical  come  from  Northwestern 's  main  campus 
in  Natchitoches.  However,  some  students 
complete  the  pre-professional  stage  at  other 
universities  and  transfer  to  NSU  for  the  clinical 
phase. 

Following  two  semesters  in  the  clinical 
phase,  RT  students  are  assigned  to  rotations  at 
major  affiliate  sites  and  several  minor  sites 
around  the  city  of  Shreveport.  Major  affiliates 
include  Schumpert,  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
Hospital,  and  the  Veteran's  Administration 
Hospital.  Minor  sites  include  Shriner's  Hospi- 
tal, the  Bone  and  Joint  Clinic,  and  Fox,  Dean 
and  Smith  Clinic. 

At  each  site,  students  spend  a  couple  of 
weeks  learning  to  use  the  facility's  radiology 
equipment  and  procedures.  "We're  focusing  on 
the  equipment  and  the  environment,"  said 
Satcher,  "because  every  place  is  different.  The 
students  get  a  chance  to  develop  an  T  can  work 
anywhere'  attitude.  We  encourage  the  students 
to  participate  in  as  much  activity  as  possible." 

Chad  Couty,  an  RT  student  from  Deny,  is 
trying  to  learn  as  much  as  possible  about  the 
work  of  radiologists.  He  wants  to  go  to  medical 
school  to  become  one. 

"I  wanted  to  be  a  radiologist,"  he  said. 
"They  can  help  the  patients  the  way  other 
doctors  can't  They  can  see  things  on  the  film 
that  others  can'L  Helping  the  patient  -  that's 
probably  the  main  thing.  I  like  helping  the 
patients." 

In  addition  to  a  lot  of  exciting  hands-on 
learning,  RT  students  are  required  to  participate 
in  regular  classes  such  as  the  Digital  Imaging 
class  which  focuses  on  all  of  the  specializations 
and  helps  the  students  understand  how  the 
machinery  works.  Another  important  class  is 


the  positioning  class  which  teaches  students 
how  to  position  patients  for  radiology  proce- 
dures. 

"I  think  the  most  important  class  in  radiol- 
ogy is  the  positioning  class,"  said  Satcher.  "We 
lecture  to  them  and  then  break  them  up  into 
small  groups  where  they  go  in  a  room  and 
position  each  other.  The  students  are  being 
placed  in  the  positions  the  patients  would  be 
placed  in." 

Growth  in  the  program  has  also  brought 
with  it  a  higher  quality  of  students.  "This  year 
will  be  the  largest  class  in  the  history  of  the 
school,"  said  Satcher.  "We're  also  seeing  the 
educational  levels  of  the  students  increase,  so 
the  grade  point  average  is  constantly  increas- 
ing." 

Yolanda  Brown  of  Jena  said  she  always 
wanted  to  work  in  the  medical  field.  'This  was 
a  growing  field,  so  there's  a  better  future  in 
jobs.  I  want  to  specialize  in  something  later  and 
expand  my  education  and  move  upward  in  the 
field." 

According  to  Satcher,  graduates  of 
Northwestern 's  RT  program  have  no  problem 
finding  jobs  and  enjoy  starting  salaries  between 
$20,000  and  $30,000  per  year. 

Radiologic  Technology  students  also  enjoy 
the  camaraderie  that  comes  with  being  in  close 
contact  with  each  other  on  a  daily  basis  and 
become  somewhat  like  a  family  of  their  own 
away  from  the  main  campus.  They  have  their 
own  organization,  Sigma  Rho  Theta.  They  also 
raise  money  through  bake  sales  and  car  washes 
to  fund  trips  to  yearly  radiology  conventions. 

Mercedes  Davis  of  St.  Martinville  chose 
Radiologic  Technology  because,  she  said,  "it 
offered  me  a  bachelor's  degree  instead  of  just 
an  associate's.  I  like  the  individual  attention  of 
the  faculty." 

Satcher  feels  the  best  part  of  her  job  is 
greeting  new  students  and  talking  to  parents.  "I 
think  that  showing  them  around  and  explaining 
to  them  how  the  program  is  and  how  it  is  set  up, 
what  Northwestern  has  to  offer  the  students  ...  is 
the  best  part  of  the  job.  I  like  that  the  best."  D 
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f  etting  back  to 
■  nature  is  just  one 
aspect  of  North- 
western State  University's 
master's  program  in  cultural/ 
historical  resource  manage- 
ment. Northwestern' s  CRM 
program  is  designed  prima- 
rily for  students  who  wish  to 
pursue  professional  careers 
in  applied  fields. 

"I  think  the  CRM  program  is 
turning  out  to  be  our  best 
program,"  stated  NSU  professor 
of  history  Dr.  Marietta 
LeBreton.  "This  will  be  the 
program  that  students  go  for 
because  of  the  innumerable 
positions  it  can  offer  in  the  non- 
teaching  fields." 

Graduate  student  Alicia 
Trissler  and  her  horse  "Patrick" 
survey  areas  for  timber  in  the 
Kisatchie  National  Forest. 
Trissler  works  two  and  a  half 
days  a  week  as  part  of  her 
requirements  for  master's 
degree.  "This  internship  is 
what's  going  to  make  me 
marketable  over  a  lot  of  people 
that  just  have  a  degree,"  said 
Trissler.  "It  gives  me  the 
opportunity  to  explore  whether 
or  not  I  want  to  do  this  line  of 
work  and  so  far  I  love  it." 

"When  Alicia  finishes  her 
internship,  she's  going  to  know 
what  the  real  world  is  all 
about,"  stated  Alan  Dorian, 
forest  archeologist  for  Kisatchie 
National  Forest,  "and  it's  going 
to  make  her  much  more  attrac- 
tive in  the  job  market."

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"NSU's  programs  need  to  provide 
real  life  experience  for  their  students 
and  in  return  the  Forest  Service  is 
getting  much  needed  work  done," 
said  Dorian.  "It's  a  perfect  marriage. 
We  have  the  resource  areas  and  NSU 
has  the  students  that  are  capable." 

Under  the  master's  program 
offered  by  Northwestern 's  depart- 
ment of  social  sciences,  the  CRM 
program  is  one  option  of  three.  The 
other  two  areas  are  primarily  aimed 
toward  a  concentration  in  history. 
The  CRM  program  is  42  semester 
hours  consisting  of  the  30  hours 
required  for  the  basic  graduate  degree 
plus  a  combination  of  12  hours  of 
history  and  anthropology. 

But  what's  unique  about  the  CRM 
program  is  the  new  internship  class 
co-designed  by  Dr.  LeBreton  and 
professor  of  anthropology  Dr.  Hiram 
F.  "Pete"  Gregory.  The  internship 
requires  the  graduate  student  to  work 
20  hours  per  week  with  a  federal, 
state,  local  or  private  organization/ 
agency  in  the  area  of  either  archaeol- 
ogy, archives  management, 
ethnohistory,  ethnology  or  historical 
research. 

'The  university  has  stressed 
applied  programs  for  a  long  time  and 
now  were  doing  it  on  the  graduate 
level  for  this  program,"  stated  Dr. 
Gregory,  "and  Alicia  is  already 
learning  a  lot  of  things  that  I  think 
other  people  learn  the  hard  way. 
Most  don't  realize  what  it's  like  to 
actually  work." 

Before  graduate  students  are 
eligible  to  do  an  internship  they  must 
have  completed  a  minimum  of  18 
graduate  hours  in  history  and/or 
anthropology  and  have  permission  of 
the  instructor.  "By  requiring  the 
student  to  have  18  hours  of  graduate 
courses,  they  are  more  mature  and 
academically  inclined,"  stated  Dr. 
LeBreton,  "and  we  have  more 
confidence  in  their  abilities  to  do 
good  work." 


The  merging  of  the  two  disci- 
plines gives  the  student  a  more  broad 
base  of  understanding.  Most  impor- 
tantly it  gives  the  students  practical 
experience  and  not  just  classroom 
capabilities.  "We  see  the  internship 
as  opportunities  where  students  can 
get  hands-on  experience,"  said  Dr. 
Gregory,  "and  experience  is  what 
agencies  are  looking  for  when  they 
hire  someone."

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Also  adding  to  the  program  is  Dr. 
Kathleen  Byrd,  head  of  the  depart- 
ment of  social  sciences  at  NSU. 

"This  program  is  going  to  fly," 
said  Dr.  Byrd.  "I  think  the  potential 
of  an  extremely  large  and  nationally 
recognized  program  is  at  Northwest- 
ern in  CRM.  With  the  National 
Center  for  Preservation  Technology 
and  Training  coming  in  and  with  the 
faculty  that  we  have,  we  will  have  a 
state  of  the  art  program." 

Dr.  Byrd  is  the  former  head  of  the 
State  Division  of  Archaeology  and 
faculty  members  say  her  experience 
will  be  a  big  asset  to  the  program. 

"Dr.  Byrd's  background  will  add 
tremendously  to  this  program  due  to 
the  contacts  that  she  has  acquired  at 
the  federal  and  state  levels,"  stated 
Dr.  LeBreton.  "We  are  really  lucky 
to  get  her  at  this  point." 


Since  this  program  began,  two 
graduate  students  have  completed  the 
internship  requirement,  while  Alicia 
is  currently  working  in  the  field. 
Richard  Scale  was  the  first  to  com- 
plete his  internship.  He  worked  in 
the  Pineville  office  of  the  U.S.  Forest 
Service  databasing  information  to 
create  maps.  "My  internship  incorpo- 
rated things  that  I  have  learned  and 
not  just  from  anthropology  and 
history  but  computer  science  as 
well,"  he  said. 

Seale  enjoyed  his  internship  so 
much  that  he  plans  to  return  to  the 
Pineville  office  next  summer.  "You 
get  practical  experience  working  at  a 
real  job  which  only  increases  your 
marketability  upon  graduation," 
stated  Seale. 

Susan  Dollar,  however,  had  quite 
a  different  experience  from  that  of 
Seale.  She  worked  with  a  committee 
organizing  the  Louisiana  Political 
Museum  and  Hall  of  Fame  in 
Winnfield.  Dollar  helped  organize  the 
museum  by  setting  up  bylaws  for 
incorporation,  establishing  a  collec- 
tions policy,  and  training  a  volunteer 
from  the  community  to  carry  out 
certain  preservation  techniques. 

"Thanks  to  my  museum  courses 
here  at  Northwestern,"  said  Dollar,  "I 
was  aware  of  a  lot  of  paper  work  the 
committee  had  to  do  in  order  to  meet 
certain  standards." 

Because  of  the  internship,  Dollar 
is  confident  of  her  capabilities  of 
handling  actual  job  situations. 
Contrary  to  others,  this  is  not  what 
she  attributes  to  the  success  of  the 
CRM  program.  "What  most  im- 
presses me  about  this  program  is  that 
very  few  places  offer  such  high 
quality  of  instruction  and  a  faculty 
who  cares  for  the  students  as  indi- 
viduals," stated  Dollar.  "We  get  total 
support  and  those  are  the  things  that 
make  this  program  unique  and  worth 
pursuing."  Q

Northwestern  State  University's  unprecedented  growth  and 
progress  in  recent  years  can  be  attributed  to  numerous  factors, 
including  loyal  and  unselfish  support  from  alumni  and  other 
friends  of  the  institution.

The 
generosity  of  those  who  contributed  is  deeply  appre- 
ciated, and  I  am  confident  that  other  former  students 
will  participate  in  this  year's  Annual  Fund  Drive  that 
is  currently  under  way. 

More  than  $50,000  was  generated  as  a  direct  result 
of  the  Fund  Drive  in  1 992,  and  those  monies  have  been 
beneficial  to  Northwestern  in  numerous  ways.  For 
one  thing,  funding  for  NSU  Alumni  Association  schol- 
arships was  increased  by  50  percent.  More  than  50 
students  received  Alumni  Association  scholarships 
this  year  as  a  result  of  Annual  Fund  contributions. 

Also,  the  funds  allowed  the  university  to  expand 
alumni  chapters  and  other  programs  for  former  stu- 
dents. Major  alumni  events  were  held  last  year  in 
Dallas,  New  Orleans  and  Atlanta — in  addition  to 
other  areas  where  there  are  established  chapters — and 
there  are  plans  to  organize  new  alumni  groups  this 
year  in  Washington,  D.C.,  and  the  Jackson,  Miss., 
area. 

Annual  Fund  contributions  were  used,  also,  to 
support  such  projects  as  the  NSU  Advance  Program 
for  Young  Scholars,  the  Camp  Discovery  space  sci- 
ence project  at  Northwestern  and  the  recognition  of 
NSU  teachers  through  Distinguished  Faculty  Awards. 

Your  donations  also  allowed  us  to  host  receptions 
across  the  state  in  conjunction  with  the  Admissions 
Office  and  Scholars'  College  to  familiarize  students, 
parents  and  teachers  with  Northwestern.  Those  events 
were  a  factor  in  the  university's  increased  enrollment 
this  fall. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Annual  Fund  Drive  is 
just  one  of  the  avenues  through  which  NSU  alumni 
and  friends  have  chosen  to  support  the  university.  The 
NSU  Foundation  has  more  than  $2  million  in  assets  to 
support  scholarships,  university  promotions,  special 
projects,  athletics,  campus  beautification,  the  library, 
academic  enhancement  and  other  programs. 

So  Northwestern  alumni  have  played  a  major  role 
in  the  revitalization  of  the  university  through  their 
generous  financial  support.  I  hope  that  you  will 
choose  to  participate  again  this  year  in  the  Annual 
Fund  Drive.  Thank  you  for  your  continued  assistance 
to  Northwestern  State  University.

Part  of  the  reason  Tom  McCullough  is 
where  he  is  now  is  because  as  a  student  at 
Northwestern,  he  once  got  off  the  eleva- 
tor on  the  wrong  floor  of  Kyser  Hall  and  saw  some- 
thing he  might  not  otherwise  have  seen. 

That  something  was  the  computer  center  with  all 
its  bright  lights  and  technology  shining  from  behind 
glassed-in  walls.  In  1973,  he  earned  his  degree  in 
mathematics  with  a  minor  in  computer  science. 

A  native  of  Mansfield,  McCullough  is  the  presi- 
dent and  CEO  of  Resource  Advantage  Incorporated 
(RAI),  a  consulting  services  company  he  founded  in 
1990  in  Dallas,  Texas. 

RAI  is  an  international  technology  consulting 
company  which  does  management  consulting  for 
corporations  worldwide.  RAI  helps  clients  develop 
new  technology  and  computer  applications  using 
Information  Engineering  and  Computer  Aided  Soft- 
ware Engineering  or  CASE  tools.  RAI  is  also 
involved  in  Client/Server  Networking  and  Re-Engi- 
neering. 

"There  are  some  tools  out  there ...  that  are  going 
to  make  it  easier  for  them  to  change  these  applica- 
tions and  develop  new  applications,"  said 
McCullough.  "What  they  do  with  my  group  is  they 
will  hire  us  to  come  in  because  we  have  experience 
with  these  new  tool  sets." 

McCullough  put  his  experience  and  business  to 
work  with  Texas  Instruments  for  Northwestern  re- 
cently when  he  helped  implement  a  new  technology 
program  in  the  business  department.  The  program  is 
the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  country  offered  on  the 
undergraduate  level. 

"What  I've  been  trying  to  promote  here  in  work- 
ing with  the  business  department ...  is  getting  them 
to  start  using  these  engineering  tools  and  teaching 
this  to  the  CIS  [Computer  Information  Systems] 
students,"  said  McCullough. 

"The  value  that  these  guys  will  have  coming  out 
of  the  university  I  think  will  be  great,  because  you 're 
teaching  them  something  that  is  marketable  and  that 
there's  a  big  demand  for  now  It's  the  same  thing  that 
is  being  offered  at  the  graduate  level  [at  other  univer- 
sities]. I'm  excited  about  that,  and  Texas  Instru- 
ments is  excited  about  it." 

RAI  is  currently  on  contract  working  to  build  a 
new  university  in  Laredo  called  Texas  A  &  M 
International.  The  company  is  doing  the  complete 
technical  design  for  the  university  which  has  been 
dubbed  the  "first  campus  of  the  21st  century." 

In  addition  to  RAI,  McCullough  has  other  busi- 


ness interests.  He  is  also  co-owner  and  vice  president 
of  Centerline  Aviation,  and  he  negotiates  NFL  con- 
tracts for  the  Dallas  Cowboys. 

He  describes  Centerline  as  "kind  of  the  Hertz 
Rent-A-Car  of  small  airplanes.  We're  the  second 
largest  airplane  rental  company  in  the  United  States. 
My  partner  and  I  established  this  particular  company 
12  years  ago." 

"When  I  first  graduated  from  Northwestern  in 
'73  and  moved  to  Dallas,  I  got  my  private  pilot's 
license,"  McCullough  said.  "I  decided  I  wanted  to 
fly  bigger  and  faster  airplanes,  but  I  couldn't  afford 
to.  So  I  started  thinking,  well,  what  if  I  managed  a 
plane." 

"So  we  put  a  company  together  where  we  owned 
some  of  the  planes  and  some  we  leased  from  other 
people.  My  partner  in  Centerline  is  my  sister-in-law, 
Connie  Bouas.  I'm  the  silent  partner,  Connie  is  the 
one  who  runs  the  company.  She  is  one  of  the  best 
business  partners  I've  ever  had." 

McCullough's  third  business  activity  is  negotiat- 
ing NFL  contracts  for  the  Dallas  Cowboys  which  he 
has  been  doing  for  about  10  years.  When  a  player  is 
drafted  onto  the  team,  he  gets  to  know  the  player,  his 
agent,  and  then  negotiates  the  contract. 

"The  one  that  I  drafted  for  the  Cowboys  this  year 
was  Derrick  Lassie.  He  was  drafted  in  the  third  round 
by  the  Cowboys.  Look  for  him,  he's  number  25  on 
the  Cowboys." 

Someone  once  told  McCullough  he  was  a  true 
entrepreneur.  "I  never  call  myself  that,  primarily 
because  Ican't  spell  it,"he  said.  "It's  just  my  nature, 
my  character.  I  just  enjoy  different  things,  exploring 
different  business  opportunities." 

"For  example,  the  first  one  is  technical.  My 
background,  my  degree  is  technical.  I  enjoy  flying, 
so  I  got  in  the  airplane  business.  I'm  an  avid  sports 
fan,  a  Cowboy  fan,  and  I  began  working  with  the 
Cowboys.  Tomorrow  I  may  be  doing  something 
else.  You  never  know.  I'm  always  looking  for 
opportunities  to  do  things,"  McCullough  said. 

When  he  first  got  out  of  college,  McCullough 
went  to  work  in  Dallas  as  a  computer  programmer 
and  was  later  hired  by  the  Hunt  Brothers  to  head  their 
computer  department.  After  several  years,  he  went 
to  work  for  Ernst  &  Young  in  their  southwest  re- 
gional consulting  practice.  It  was  there  that  he  got 
into  the  consulting  business. 

While  working  his  way  up  through  these  compa- 
nies, McCullough  was  also  a  general  partner  in  a 
home  building  company  in  Dallas.  "I  do  a  whole  lot 
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of  different  things  at  different  times,"  he  said. 

Attending  Northwestern  is  a  tradition  in 
McCullough's  family.  He  has  had  seven  aunts,  uncles 
and  sisters  who  came  to  NSU  beginning  in  1917.  When 
McCullough  first  came  to  Northwestern  in  1968,  he  was 
not  sure  what  to  major  in.  "I  was  going  to  major  in 
whatever  was  easy,  and  math  was  always  easy  for  me," 
he  said. 

"I  remember  going  to  my  advisor's  office  and  they 
suggested  that  I  get  a  minor.  I  couldn't  think  of  one,  so 
they  told  me  to  go  home  and  think  about  it  and  come 
back,"  McCullough  said.  "So  I  went  back  and  said  well, 
what's  the  second  easiest  thing  for  me?  So  the  second 
easiest  thing  was  music." 

When  McCullough  went  back  to  tell  his  advisor  what 
he  wanted  to  minor  in,  he  got  off  the  elevator  on  the 
wrong  floor  in  Kyser  Hall. 

"There  were  these  big  glass  walls  and  all  these 
computer  lights.  Well  I  just  stood  there  and  looked  at  that 
for  a  while.  A  country  boy  from  Mansfield  seeing  all 
these  computers  and  tapes  and  I  was  just  amazed,  and  I 
said  that's  what  I  want  to  do.  So  that's  how  I  got  into 
computers,  I  got  off  the  elevator  on  the  wrong  floor." 

"I  had  a  good  time,  made  a  lot  of  friends  at  North- 
western, both  student  friends  and  with  professors  and 
academic  people,  and  I've  maintained  a  close  friendship 
with  a  lot  of  them  since  then,"  McCullough  said. 


"I  lived  in  the  dorm  the  first  semester,  but  primarily 
I  lived  in  College  Manor  apartments.  It  was  new  back 
then,"  McCullough  said.  "We  used  to  have  our  own  little 
city  over  there.  I  don't  ever  think  of  Northwestern  that 
I  don't  think  of  friends  in  College  Manor." 

Today,  McCullough  has  a  family  of  his  own  with  his 
wife  Susan  Cutaway  McCullough,  a  speech  pathologist 
who  teaches  for  the  Richardson  Recreation  Department, 
and  three  children.  His  oldest  son  is  Bryan,  16,  daughter 
Lyndsay  is  14,  and  his  youngest  son  Michael  is  1 1. 

"We  have  a  typical  family.  We  have  a  good  lime 
together,"  McCullough  said.  The  family  enjoys  taking 
yearly  trips  together,  and  the  kids  enjoy  sports  activities. 

McCullough  enjoys  his  work  so  much  that  he  doesn't 
separate  it  from  pleasure.  "I  enjoy  people  and  technol- 
ogy. I  enjoy  writing  technical  reports  and  presentations, 
and  that  takes  care  of  that  with  RAI,"  he  said. 

"I  really  enjoy  flying  a  lot  and  that  takes  -care  of 
Centerline.  I  enjoy  football.  So  I  really  don't  have  a 
separation  of  work  and  pleasure.  It  just  kind  of  all  goes 
together.  I  get  to  be  with  a  lot  of  people.  That's  clearly 
the  favorite  thing." 

"Someone  asks  me  all  the  time  what  is  my  business 
philosophy.  It's  quite  simple:  make  friends.  Money  and 
everything  else  will  take  care  of  itself."D

She  always  had  to  do  things  the  hard  way, 
and  for  Terri  Steadman  Cedars  earning  a 
college  degree  was  no  exception.  After 
struggling  to  attend  college  part-time,  work,  be  a 
wife,  and  mother  to  three  young  children,  Cedar's 
life  changed  for  the  better  when  she  received  a 
scholarship  to  attend  Northwestern.  Her  story  is  one 
of  true  success. 

Cedars  was  the  first  recipient  of  the  scholarship 
given  by  the  Northwestern  Campus  Women's  Club 
when  the  scholarship  was  established  in  the  Fall  of 
1988. 

"Getting  that  scholarship  changed  everything 
for  me.  I  could  not  have  afforded  to  quit  work  and 
pay  my  way  if  it  weren't  for  that,"  she  said. 

But,  despite  help  fiom  the  scholarship  which 
came  toward  the  end  of  her  college  career,  the  road 
leading  to  a  bachelor's  degree  was  rough  for  Cedars. 
After  14  years  of  juggling  the  demands  of  work, 
family,  and  school,  she  graduated  in  May,  1990  with 
her  bachelor's  degree  in  elementary  education  and 
now  teaches  third  grade  at  North  Natchitoches  El- 
ementary School. 

Cedars,  a  native  of  Natchitoches,  graduated  from 
Natchitoches  Central  High  School  in  1976  and  mar- 
ried her  high  school  sweetheart,  Winston  Cedars, 
one  month  later.  She  began  school  at  Northwestern 
part-time  with  a  major  in  elementary  education  and 
uncertain  that  it  was  the  right  path  for  her  to  take. 

"I  kept  going  to  school,  but  my  heart  wasn't  in 
it,"  she  said  "You  know  when  you're  young  and 
immature,  you  just  don't  realize  what's  important. 
But  then  I  had  three  kids,  and  I  kept  going  back  even 
between  children.  I  would  take  a  class  here  and  a 
class  there  just  in  case." 

After  a  while,  she  left  college  and  worked  as  a 
children's  librarian  at  the  Natchitoches  Parish  Li- 
brary, telling  stories  and  reading  books  to  children. 

"I  loved  working  with  the  kids.  I  knew  that  I 
wanted  to  do  something  with  children,"  said  Cedars. 
"I  made  up  my  mind  when  I  was  working  there  that 
I  was  going  back  to  school.  So  I  quit  the  library  and 
got  a  teacher's  aide  job  and  worked  half  a  day  and 
went  to  school  the  rest  of  the  day." 

This  time,  Cedars  was  determined  to  succeed.  "I 
made  up  my  mind  I  was  going  to  finish,"  she  said. 
"When  I  went  back  after  I  had  three  kids,  I  made 
better  grades  than  I  made  before.  I  think  I  grew  up 
a  lot  and  I  realized  what  was  important,  and  if  I  was 
going  to  have  to  work  I  may  as  well  do  something  I 
enjoy." 

Going  to  school  placed  tough  demands  on 


Cedars  and  her  family.  "I  usually  didn't  start  study- 
ing until  10  o'clock  at  night,"  she  said. 

"When  everyone  else  went  to  bed,  that's  usually 
when  I  hit  the  books  or  wrote  my  papers.  There  was 
laundry  to  do,  supper  to  cook,  homework  to  help 
with.  I  was  taking  20  to  2 1  hours  [of  coursework  each 
semester]  and  12  hours  over  the  summer.  Sometimes 
I  look  back  on  it  and  wonder  how  we  did  it.  It  was  a 
struggle,  but  it  was  worth  it." 

When  Cedars  returned  to  school,  she  discovered 
that  many  other  students  in  her  degree  field  were  also 
older  than  traditional  college  students  and  had  fami- 
lies. 

"We  really  motivated  and  kept  one  another  going 
when  we  wanted  to  quit,"  said  Cedars.  "I'm  glad  that 
I  did  it  because  it  has  changed  my  life.  I  felt  better 
about  myself.  I  did  it  the  hard  way,  but  I  usually  do 
things  the  hard  way." 

Cedars  remains  in  touch  with  several  college 
friends  including  Debbie  Evans  who  teaches  eighth 
grade  at  St.  Mary's  School  in  Natchitoches,  Teresa 
Crume,  who  teaches  fourth  grade  in  Joaquin,  Texas, 
and  Sue  Speir,  a  kindergarten  teacher  at  Marthaville 
Elementary. 

Through  it  all,  Cedars  had  the  support  of  her 
family.  "I  can't  fail  to  mention  my  husband,  Win- 
ston, because  I  really  couldn't  have  done  it  without 
him,"  she  said 

All  of  the  hard  work  Cedars  put  in  is  now  paying 
off.  "Teaching  was  it,  and  I  love  it,"  she  said.  "I  was 
very  lucky  to  come  to  this  school  [North  Natchitoches 
Elem.].  I  have  a  wonderful  principal,  Susie  Brooks. 
She  is  there  for  her  teachers.  She  has  made  me  glad 
to  be  here  every  day." 

"Northwestern  is  a  wonderful  university,  and 
they  do  prepare  you  for  teaching  as  well  as  you  can 
be  prepared,  but  a  lot  of  it  you  don't  leam  until  you 
get  in  here  and  see  it  for  yourself,"  Cedars  said.  "The 
needs  of  a  lot  of  the  kids,  not  just  educational  needs. 
The  breakdown  of  the  family  unit  is  very  evident." 

"I'm  not  j us t  a  teacher.  I' m  a  mother,  sometimes 
a  doctor,  a  listener.  That's  what  I  like  about  this  age 
group.  The  kids  still  love  the  teacher.  They  look 
forward  to  seeing  you  every  day.  They  make  your 
day." 

Cedars  wants  most  to  be  a  positive  influence  on 
her  students.  "I  try  to  be  a  positive  influence.  Even 
this  young,  I  stress  on  them,  'go  to  college,  go  to 
college,  go  to  college.  Don't  drop  out  of  high 
school,'  because  the  odds  are  a  lot  of  them  will  drop 
out." 

"Sometimes  they  come  in  and  they're  so  quiet, 
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and  you  never  know  what's  gone  on  at  home  the  night 
before,"  said  Cedars.  "Sometimes  they  need  a  kind  word 
and  a  hug  and  a  little  encouragement  and  positive  influ- 
ence. It  can  make  a  world  of  difference.  You  never  really 
know  what  impact  you  make  on  a  kid." 

"There  are  times  I  regret  that  I  did  not  finish  school 
way  back  then.  I  could  be  in  my  15th  year  of  teaching," 
Cedars  said.  "But  at  the  same  time,  I  don't  think  I  would 
be  the  same  kind  of  teacher  that  I  am  now." 

Cedars'  favorite  part  about  teaching  is  "when  you 
finally  see  a  child  understand,  when  you  see  it  click, 
when  they've  learned  something.  When  you've  been 
trying  to  teach  something  new,  and  sometimes  they  can't 
see  the  forest  for  the  trees,  and  then  all  of  a  sudden  it 
dawns  on  them,  and  they  think,  'Oh,  this  is  neat!  I  know 
it!"' 

Even  though  her  hectic  college  days  are  behind  her, 
Cedars  and  her  family  still  keep  up  a  fast  pace.  Her 
children,  Dudley,  15,  Tana,  12,  and  Andy,  8  are  all 
involved  in  after-school  sports  activities  which  the  whole 
family  enjoys  attending. 

The  family  also  enjoys  a  variety  of  pets  at  their  home. 


Included  in  the  bunch  are  Freckles,  a  spotted  Texas 
Longhom,  a  horse  named  Bambi,  a  big  pig  named  Snort, 
a  pot-bellied  pig  named  Olivia,  a  dog  named  Chico,  and 
five  cats. 

Cedars  has  dreams  of  writing  children's  books.  She 
has  already  written  two  and  tried  them  out  on  her  class. 
She  has  submitted  them  for  publication  and  hopes  to  see 
them  on  bookshelves  one  day.  "I  just  really  love  it.  It's 
a  goal  I've  set  for  myself,"  she  said.  "I  know  I  can  do  it, 
it's  just  a  matter  of  time."  She  also  writes  poetry. 

Cedars  also  hopes  one  day  to  attend  graduate  school 
and  possibly  teach  on  the  college  level.  She  has  ready 
advice  for  anyone  who  really  wants  to  earn  a  college 
degree. 

"Anybody  can  finish  school  if  they  want  to.  I'm  a 
true  believer,"  she  said.  "It  makes  you  a  better  person. 
Builds  character  when  you  earn  it  on  your  own." 

"I'm  a  dreamer.  Definitely.  You  have  to  be  that  way. 
I  tell  my  kids  that  you  are  never  too  old  to  set  goals  for 
yourself,  and  if  it  doesn't  work  out,  just  look  at  it  as  a 
learning  experience."  □

Six  former  Northwestern  State 
University  students  received 
the  university's  highest 
alumni  honor,  induction  into  the  NSU 
Hall  of  Distinction  —  the  Long  Purple 
Line . 

Maj.  Gen.  Oris  B.  Johnson  of  Baton 
Rouge,  Mary  Gunn  Johnston,  State  Sen. 
Don  Kelly,  Walter  Ledet,  State  Rep. 
Jimmy  Long  and  Dr.  Charles  F.  "Red" 
Thomas,  all  of  Natchitoches,  were  in- 
ducted into  the  Long  Purple  Line  during 
Northwestern 's  Homecoming  activities. 

The  six  inductees  bring  the  member- 
ship of  the  Hall  of  Distinction  to  18. 

Johnson,  a  1939  graduate  of  North- 
western, served  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  for 
33  years  from  1940  until  1973.  He  was  a 
commander  and  staff  officer  at  all  levels, 
from  squadron  to  Air  Force  headquarters 
with  responsibility  for  personnel  man- 
agement, planning,  programming,  logis- 
tics, operations  and  budgeting.  He  pre- 
pared studies  and  briefings  for  senior 
officials  in  and  out  of  the  government 
ranging  up  to  the  Secretary  of  Defense 
and  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of 
Staff. 

Johnson  completed  his  military  ser- 
vice as  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff  for  Logis- 
tics at  the  Headquarters  of  the  Aerospace 
Defense  Command  in  Colorado  Springs, 
Colo. 

After  retiring  from  the  military,  he 
worked  in  several  positions  with  the  City 
of  Shreveport  including  serving  as  the 
city's  assistant  chief  administrative  of- 
ficer. From  1980  until  1984,  he  was 
Undersecretary  of  Public  Safety  for  the

state  of  Louisiana. 

Mrs.  Johnston,  the  former  Mary  Gunn 
and  wifeofU.S.  Sen.  J.  Bennett  Johnston, 
attended  Northwestern  before  obtaining 
her  degree  in  home  economics  from  Loui- 
siana State  University.  While  at  North- 
western, she  was  on  the  student  council 
and  was  queen  of  the  Cenla  Fair  game. 
Following  graduation,  she  worked  at 
Northwestern  as  the  school's  dietitian. 

She  has  been  active  in  civic  and  hu- 
manitarian efforts  in  Louisiana  and  Wash- 
ington, including  disaster  relief  and  the 
Shots  for  Tots  Program.  In  addition, 
Mrs.  Johnston  is  active  in  the  Senate  chap- 
ter of  the  American  Red  Cross.  She  also 
has  worked  in  numerous  projects  to  pre- 
serve Louisiana  culture  and  heritage. 

Mrs.  Johnston  has  also  taken  an  inter- 
est in  family  issues  and  has  participated 
in  public  service  programs  on  matters  as 
diverse  as  breast  cancer  awareness,  drug 
and  child  abuse  and  the  special  concerns 
of  the  elderly. 

Kelly  and  Long  give  Natchitoches 
and  Northwestern  one  of  the  most  effec- 
tive delegations  in  the  state  legislature. 
Entering  his  fifth  term  in  the  state  Senate, 
Kelly  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most 
influential  state  legislators.  He  has  served 
two  governors  as  a  floor  leader. 

He  got  his  start  in  politics  at  the  1973 
Constitutional  Convention  and  was 
elected  to  the  senate  in  1 976.  He  authored 
the  bill  that  restored  Minimum  Founda- 
tion Program  funding  for  education  and 
made  it  possible  for  vocational  technical 
students  to  receive  Pell  Grants.  Kelly,  a 
former  NSU  football  player,  is  a  member

of  the  Graduate  'N'  Club  Hall  of  Fame. 
He  is  an  attorney  in  the  law  firm  of  Kelly, 
Townsend  and  Thomas  in  Natchitoches. 

Ledet  was  a  celebrated  student-ath- 
lete atNorthwestern,  He  was  the  school's 
first  All- American  as  a  linebacker  while 
earning  degrees  in  chemistry,  physics 
and  mathematics.  During  his  three  sea- 
sons, he  led  State  Normal  (now  North- 
western) to  two  conference  champion- 
ships and  also  lettered  in  track. 

After  graduating,  he  turned  down  a 
professional  football  contract  to  coach  at 
Normal.  He  returned  to  Normal  after  serv- 
ing in  the  Air  Force  during  World  War  II 
to  coach  football. 

Ledet  was  head  track  coach  at  North- 
western from  1952  until  1964,  winning 
five  conference  championships.  He  re- 
tired from  coaching  in  1964  and  was 
manager  of  Prather  Coliseum  for  two 
years  before  becoming  the  university's 
registrar,  a  position  he  held  until  1980. 

Long  studied  government  at  North- 
western and  has  put  his  knowledge  to 
work  in  the  state  legislature.  A 
Natchitoches  grocer,  Long  is  in  his  sev- 
enth term  in  the  legislature  and  is  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  leading  authorities  on 
education  in  the  South. 

Long  worked  to  establish  the  Louisi- 
ana School  for  Math,  Science  and  the 
Arts  and  the  Louisiana  Scholars'  College 
and  has  assisted  Northwestern  in  devel- 
oping progressive,  innovative  programs. 
He  has  been  instrumental  over  the  years 
in  the  appropriation  of  millions  of  dollars 
for  programs  and  projects  at  NSU.  □ 
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He  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the 
Southern  Regional  Education  Board,  vice 
president  of  the  Southwest  Educauon 
Development  Lab  and  is  the  Louisiana 
Delegate  to  the  Educauon  Commission 
of  the  States. 

Long  has  been  cited  by  the  state  press 
corps  and  legislative  staff  as  being  among 
the  top  10  percent  of  Louisiana  legisla- 
tors in  effectiveness.  He  served  on  the 
NSU  Foundation  board  of  directors  and 
has  received  honorary  memberships  in 
the  Blue  Key  Honor  Fraternity  and 
Graduate  'N'  Club. 


Thomas  was  associated  with  North- 
western for  almost  30  years  as  a  student, 
coach,  professor  and  administrator.  While 
a  student,  Thomas  was  a  standout  basket- 
ball player  and  was  the  school's  first  Ail- 
American  in  basketball.  Thomas  was  se- 
lected to  the  Helms  Hall  of  Fame  in  bas- 
ketball in  1957  and  was  named  to  the 
Louisiana  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  1969. 

He  became  head  basketball  coach  at 
Northwestern  in  1950,  leading  his  teams 
to  twoconference  championships  in  seven 
seasons.  He  left  coaching  to  enter  the 
classroom  full-time  in  1957. 


He  was  dean  of  administration  before 
becoming  vice  president  for  academic 
affairs,  a  position  he  held  for  10  years 
until  his  retirement  in  1978.  After  retir- 
ing, Thomas  held  teaching  positions  at 
the  University  of  North  Texas  and  Tulane 
University.  □

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Four  Great  Athletes  Enshrined 

Four  Northwestern  State  athletic  greats  were  inducted  into  the 
"Graduate  N  Club"  Hall  of  Fame,  the  highest  honor  awarded  by  the 
university  to  its  former  sports  stars.

Inducted  were  football  stars  Petey 
Perot  and  David  Wright, 
women's  basketball  standout 
Diane  Pittman  McCain  and  baseball  pitch- 
ing ace  Woody  Schick. 

The  enshrinements  raise  the  member- 
ship in  the  N  Club  Hall  of  Fame  to  125  all- 
time  greats  from  among  the  nine  decades 
of  athletic  competition  at  Northwestern. 

Perot  was  perhaps  the  greatest  offen- 
sive lineman  in  Demon  football  history. 
TheNatchitoches-SL  Mary 's  product  was 
a  second-round  pick  in  the  1979  NFL 
Draft  by  Philadelphia  and  played  eight 
NFL  seasons  as  a  guard  with  the  Eagles 
(1979-84)  and  Saints  (1985-86). 

He  was  a  four-year  starter  at  tackle, 
also  playing  some  at  guard,  for  the  De- 
mons and  won  All-Louisiana  honors  twice 
as  Northwestern  competed  withouta  con- 
ference affiliation. 

Perot  started  in  the  1980  Super  Bowl 
and  was  noted  as  the  premiere  nemesis  of 
All-Pro  defensive  tackle  Randy  White  of 
the  Dallas  Cowboys.  Perot  was  named 
Sports  Illustrated's  "NFL  Offensive 
Player  of  the  Week"  on  Sept.  29,  1985, 
for  his  performance  against  the  San  Fran- 
cisco 49ers.  He  has  since  become  a  highly 
successful  offensive  line  coach  at  Louisi- 
ana Tech,  last  year  tutoring  the  No.  8  pick 
in  the  NFL  Draft,  tackle  Willie  Roaf  of 
New  Orleans. 

Wright  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  great- 
est all-around  athletes  in  school  history. 
He  played  four  positions  in  four  years 
after  spurning  scholarship  offers  from 
major  powers  such  as  Oklahoma  to  fol- 
low in  his  brother  and  father's  footsteps 
and  play  for  the  Demons.  The 
Natchitoches-St.  Mary's  product  was  a 
Demon  quarterback  as  a  freshman,  a  full- 
back as  a  sophomore,  a  defensive  end  in 
his  junior  season  and  a  linebacker  as  a 
senior. 


At  quarterback,  he  threw  for  58  yards  and  a  touchdown  in  a 
reserve  role.  He  ran  for  190  yards  and  three  touchdowns  and 
caught  eight  passes  for  72  yards  as  a  fullback.  At  defensive  end, 
Wright  had  64  tackles  and  six  quarterback  sacks. 

As  a  senior  linebacker,  he  made  91  tackles,  including  a 
team-high  17  against  Stephen  F.  Austin,  and  was  honorable 
mention  All-Louisiana  in  1979.  He  was  voted  Defensive  Per- 
manent Team  Captain. 

Schick  threw  a  school  record  three  no-hitters  from  1969-72. 
He  still  holds  Demon  baseball  single-season  records  for  most 
complete  games  (13)  and  innings  pitched  (105  2/3),  failing  to  go 
the  distance  only  once  that  year.  His  14  starts  and  three  shutouts 
in  1971  rank  second  in  school  history. 

He  once  pitc  hed  both  ends  of  a  doubleheader  against  S  tephen 
F.  Austin,  losing  the  first  game  but  coming  back  to  pitch  a  no- 
hitter  in  the  second  game. 

Schick  had  four  career  shutouts,  second  all-time  at  North- 
western. His  statistics  would  have  been  even  more  impressive, 
but  he  suffered  an  arm  injury  early  in  his  senior  season. 

McCain  ranks  among  the  early  greats  in  Lady  Demon 
basketball  history.  She  held  a  single-game  scoringrecord  for  1 1 
years  with  a  41-point  effort  against  Louisiana  Tech  in  1975. 

She  was  the  second-leading  scorer  on  the  team  in  three  of 
her  four  seasons  from  1972-77,  leading  the  Lady  Demons  with 
a  20-point  average  as  a  sophomore.  McCain  averaged  over  15 
points  per  game  in  her  last  three  seasons  and  as  a  senior 
averaged  8.5  rebounds  per  game. 

In  her  freshman  year,  she  helped  Northwestern  win  the  state 
AIAW  championship.  As  a  sophomore,  she  was  named  Most 
Valuable  Player  at  the  LSU  Invitational  and  the  NSU  Invita- 
tional tournaments  and  made  the  LAIAW  All-Tournament 
team. 

McCain  became  one  of  the  first  women  in  Louisiana  awarded 
an  athletic  scholarship  in  1976.  She  ranks  among  Lady  Demon 
all-time  leaders  in  single  season  scoring,  rebounding  and  career 
free  throw  percentage. 

She  also  played  on  North  western's  state  championship 
volleyball  team,  won  the  Delta  Psi  Kappa  academic  award  as  a 
senior  and  graduated  with  a  3.6  grade  point  average.  □

She  remembers ... 

...  four-car  caravans  speeding  along  back  roads  and 
through  city  traffic,  crammed  full  of  girls  who  sacrificed 
comfort  for  opportunity. 

...  watching  the  stands  before  games,  hoping  the  gate 
receipts  would  be  enough  to  cover  the  referees*  fees. 

...  the  purple  numbers,  hand-sewn  on  the  white  physi- 
cal education  uniform  tops,  and  how  officials  had  to  stop 
the  game  when  her  team  substituted  because  the  numbers 
were  too  hard  to  read. 

...  pallet  parties  held  on  the  gym  floor,  when  the  motel 
bill  was  too  much  to  consider. 


She  remembers  the  pain  of  having 
two  sons  overseas  in  the  Viet- 
nam War,  and  how  her  players 
helped  ease  her  anguish. 

She  remembers,  and  she  winces.  She 
remembers,  and  most  of  all,  she  laughs  and 
smiles  proudly. 

She  should  be  proud.  So  should  her 
players.  Lou  Lewis  Baxter  and  her 
"Demonettes"  were  the  forerunners  of  the 
fabulously  successful  Lady  Demon  basket- 
ball teams  of  today. 

Northwestern's  women  were  24-8  last 
year,  and  won  the  consolation  champion- 
ship at  the  25th  annual  National  Women's 
Invitational  Tournament.  It  was  the  second 
straight  20-win  season,  and  fourth  in  the 
last  seven  years,  for  the  Lady  Demons  — 
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who  also  have  a  1986  NWTT  runner-up 
finish  and  a  1989  NCAA  Tournament  ap- 
pearance to  their  credit. 

Crowds  of  more  than  1,000  to  watch  the 
Lady  Demons  at  Prather  Coliseum  are  not 
unusual.  Games  against  big  rivals  like 
Stephen  F.  Austin  and  Northeast  Louisi ana 
may  draw  2,000  or  more  people. 

The  program  ranks  among  the  nation's 
best  year  after  year  in  scoring.  Northwest- 
em  stands  among  the  country's  most  suc- 
cessful women's  basketball  programs,  win- 
ning over  60  percent  of  its  games. 

With  crafty  Coach  James  Smith  on  the 
bench  relying  on  stars  of  today  like  All- 
America  candidate  Joskeen  Gamer  and  sen- 
sational sophomores  Angela  Simpson  and 
Stephanie  Shaw,  the  winning  seems  certain 
to  continue  —  perhaps  at  an  even  faster 
rate. 

The  1993-94  basketball  season  is  the 
20th  in  the  history  of  officially  sanctioned 
intercollegiate  women's  competition  at 
Northwestern.  But  before  the  athletic  de- 
partment took  the  women's  basketball  team 
under  its  wing,  and  provided  funding  out  of 
the  athletic  budget  for  the  1974-75  season, 
the  "Demonettes"  had  already  earned  North- 
western lofty  status  in  women's  basketball 
circles. 

Northwestern  had  the  first  women's 
basketball  team  in  the  state,  in  1966-67. 
Other  colleges  gradually  followed  suit,  prod- 
ded along  by  Baxter. 

Northwestern  hosted  the  state's  first 
women's  basketball  tournament  that  year. 
It  hosted  the  first  camp  for  high  school  girls 
basketball  players  in  1973. 

Along  with  setting  precedents,  the 
"Demonettes"  established  the  winning  tra- 
dition that  remains  today.  From  1967-74, 
the  team  had  a  70-3 1  record  while  compet- 
ing against  many  squads  that  were  fully- 
funded  by  their  universities. 

Their  most  noteworthy  achievement  was 
getting  an  invitation  to  the  1973  NWTT.  A 
fourth-place  finish  in  the  24-team  field  at 
the  19th  annual  Houston  Invitational  Col- 
lege Women's  Basketball  Tournament,  and 
a  win  in  the  Northwestern  Invitational  Tour- 
nament earlier  in  the  year,  earned  North- 
western a  spot  in  the  elite  eight-team  na- 
tional tournament. 

That  squad  featured  freshman  Judy 
McCaleb,  whose  play  at  the  NWTT  won  her 
honorable  mention  All- America  honors,  and 
two  other  Winnsboro  products,  sisters 
Rhonda  and  Emma  Ellerman. 


"We  didn't  bring  home  a  trophy,  but  we 
were  proud  to  have  participated,"  said 
Baxter. 

By  the  time  the  athletic  department 
took  over  the  program,  the  "Demonettes" 
had  filled  two  trophy  cases  in  the  new  P.E. 
Majors  Building. 

Simply  fielding  a  team  and  traveling  to 
compete  was  a  major  achievement  It 
wouldn't  have  been  possible,  said  Baxter, 
without  support  from  former  Demon  bas- 
ketball great  Dr.  Charles  "Red"  Thomas, 
vice  president  of  academic  affairs  at  the 
university,  and  Dr.  Robert  Alost,  then  chair- 
man of  the  physical  education  department. 

"Red  Thomas  supported  it  when  we  got 
it  underway,  and  Dr.  Alost  was  for  it.  There 
wasn't  any  money  in  the  budget,  but  Bobby 
was  very  supportive,"  recalled  Baxter. 
"Sometimes  we  wouldn't  get  an  invitation 
to  a  tournament  until  the  week  before  it  was 
going  to  be  held,  but  Dr.  Thomas  and  Dr. 
Alost  were  really,  really  good  to  help  us 
out." 

Gradually,  money  was  allocated  in  the 
physical  education  budget  for  the  team.  The 
immense  success  of  the  summer  camp, 
which  generated  $20,000  in  its  first  two 
years,  helped  the  case  for  supporting  the 
women's  basketball  program. 

Itstartedin  1965,  whengirls  in  Baxter's 
women's  coaching  class  talked  about  the 
fun  they  had  playing  in  high  school  and 
wondered  why  Northwestern  didn't  have 
its  own  team.  It  struck  a  chord  in  Baxter, 
who  had  shared  their  frustration  during  her 
college  days. 

"When  the  girls  said  they  wanted  a 
team,  I  said,  ' I  used  to  want  one,  too!  Let's 
have  one.'  That  was  why  I  did  it  and  why 
we  hung  in  there,"  she  recalled. 

That  desire  paid  off  in  the  team's  per- 
formance. 

"The  girls  were  wonderful  and  played 
their  hearts  out  for  me.  They  really  did 
everything  they  could,  and  that's  why  we 
were  so  successful  —  because  it  meant  so 
much  to  all  of  us." 

While  maintaining  her  teaching  posi- 
tion, she  coached  the  first  team.  It  hosted 
the  state's  first  invitational  women's  tour- 
nament. McNeese  was  the  only  other  state 
institution  to  field  a  team  while  Mississippi 
State,  Memphis  State,  Sam  Houston, 
Stephen  F.  Austin  and  Lamar  were  among 
the  other  entrants. 

Joan  Cronin  coached  the  team  in  its 
second  year  and  posted  an  8-2record.  Baxter 


found  time  to  coach  again  in  1968-69,  fin- 
ishing with  a  10-6  record.  A  year  later,  Jim. 
Simmons  and  Ernie  Hill  helped  Mary  Farris 
coach  the  "Demonettes"  to  a  10-1  record. 
Baxter  resumed  the  coaching  duties  in  1970 
and  finished  her  career,  ably  assisted  by 
Sherry  Hollingsworth,  in  1973-74  with  a 
16-3  record  on  the  heels  of  the  1973  NWTT 
appearance. 

While  memories  of  scores  and  details 
of  games  have  faded,  the  joy  of  the  experi- 
ence has  not.  Her  players  were  like  ex- 
tended family  to  Baxter,  and  she  gets  misty- 
eyed  recalling  what  coaching  meant  to  her. 

"They  were  thrilled  todeath.  They  came 
to  practice  happy.  They  would  do  their 
wind  sprints  and  enjoy  it,  almost,"  she  says, 
memories  of  players  like  Donna  Crawford, 
PatTauzin,  Fern  Martin,  Susan  Reed,  Mary 
Jane  Mayfield,  Colleen  Fontenot  and  Pat 
Nolen  running  through  her  mind. 

"They  were  very  rewarding  years  for 
me.  It  really  helped  me  over  those  Vietnam 
War  years,  with  my  two  sons  over  there. 
One  told  me  he  was  an  advisor  to  the  Viet- 
namese and  I  found  out  later  he  was  rescu- 
ing prisoners  of  war.  The  other  son  was  a 
sniper.  Even  today,  going  through  the  let- 
ters they  would  send,  my  stomach  gets  into 
a  knot. 

"But  being  involved  with  the  girls  helped 
keep  my  mind  occupied.  They  could  see 
when  I  was  having  a  bad  time,  and  they'd 
pick  me  up." 

She  remembers  the  smiles,  the  laugh- 
ter, the  singing,  the  story  telling,  the  steamy 
afternoon  practices  in  the  old  women 's  gym, 
the  sack  lunches  and  the  parents  and  friends 
whose  support  made  it  possible. 

She  remembers  the  tears  over  the  battles 
of  life  and  death  fought  thousands  of  miles 
away,  and  the  little  battles  fought  at  home  to 
establish  a  women's  basketball  team. 

"Those  eight  years  were  hectic.  But 
look  where  the  program  is  today.  Whatever 
role  we  played,  I'd  say  it  was  worth  it." 

She  remembers.  She  smiles.  Q 
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
